SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 7.—A story of 


Russian brutality in China is told by 
Mrs. K B. Drew, wife of the British com- 
missioner of customs at Tien Tain who 
dirired from the Orient on the transport 
Logan. She says: 'During the bombard- 
ment wo lived most of the time in the 
celllar of our house. Our house was par- 
IJally wrecked by big shells. Sleep was 
out of the question most of the time and 
so unstrung were wo that but little food 
served to satisfy us. Probably all wome:i 
were prepared to act in capo the Chinese 
cfl'ccted an entrance. But, aside 
from 


the unpleasant recollection, it appears 
that the allied officers were .prepared to 
act. I'understood that, ten or twenty 
men had been detailed to kill all the 
fo?.eign women In case the Chinese were 
vititors." Mrs. Drew, with much indig 
nation, then spoke of the atrocities com- 
mitted by the Russian troops 
saying: 


"Tha pillaged, looted, tortured and mur 
dered right and left. There were many 
infants and children killed by bayonet 
thrusts. Many were tossed from bayo 
net points only to be caught and again 
tossed time and time 
again.

Thus at all 'the open ports trade with 
foreigners is carried on -by means of mid- 
dlemen, or agents, who are always na- 
tives. They are called "compradores." 


If a foreign merchant wishes to buy 


tea, silk, porcelain or other articles of na- 
tive product he must do so through his 
"compradore." If he wishes to sell any 
articles of foreign product to a native 
house he must again call in the "compni- 
dore." The "compradore" employs all 
the servants of the foreigner's establish- 
ment, fixes their salaries and is respon- 
sible for their honesty. Ho keeps the 
foreign trader's bank account straighten- 
ed out vvit/h the native bankers, 
and 


makes out shipping lists and invoices. 
Practically, though nominally a mere up- 
per servant, he is ithe real head of the 
house, n-nd his word is law. He is usual- 
ly a shvewd fellow, and -watches closely 
his employer's interests, not forgetting 
his own. He has certain legitimate com- 
unissions, or "squeezes," as they are call- 
ed, on al'f of -his transactions. His in- 
come in considerable. 


A foreign merchant, having acquired 


after' a long residence a sufficient knowl- 
gedge af the language, decides that hh 
business is too much in the hands of na- 
tives, and dismisses his "compradore." 
He goes in pfi'son to some native "hong" 
and°asks for Vnvples .and quotations. He 
is politely shown through the establish- 
ment and otherwise treated with consid- 
eration. But when, with a view to buy- 
ing, he inquires for prices he gets a "No 
have got" for answer.. He goes to .an- 
other "hong," and another and-another, 
but always.with the same result -iNo 
one has anything to sell!

- M. Stanier allows that the idea 
of mankind dying from thirst seems par- 
adoxical when we consider the seemingly 
inexhaustible supplies man possesses in 
the oceans and seas, which coyer three- 
quarters of the surface of the globe. 
Still, there is some danger of this vast 
quantity disappearing.

The tot that so many 
fatalities occur provS? that there Is an 
element of danger In using sorghum 
for -pasturage and that considerable 
care should be1 taken In feeding it 
Stockmen generally are agreed that 
Imngty cattle should not be turned onj 
to sorghum parture, even for a short 
time.

Ch« Luto Henrr L. Stout, Father of 
State Senator Stout—Madison Cho.u-

Madison, Wis., July 31.—The last Is- 


sue of The State, Mr. LaKollette's pa- 
pat, so-called, contained a. statement. 
dated July 16, In which he calls atten- 
tion to aa address priuttd In full that 
he delivered before Michigan univer- 
sity,'Ann Arbor, March, 12, 1898. 
He 


ha* spoken much along the line of the 
abolition of primaries and caucuses, 
but he -evidently regards the Ann Ar- 
bor address (It would fill eleven sucli 
columns as this) an the best setting 
forth of the reform he has long urged. 
Mr. LaFollette's present object is to 
secure adoption of the principles In the 
coming platform at the state conven- 
tion. His action presages a legislative 
attempt and with the governor-pros- 
pective behind the bill, it will become 
a law. 


In his statement of recent date he 


says: "It can be safely asserted that 
the Republican party will continue to 
stand squarely for a Just proportion- 
ate distribution "of the burden* of tai- 
atlon. » « • and I ,am confident 
that public sentiment strongly de- 
mands that each citizen be given an 
equal right with every other citlz«n in 
the nomination of the candidates; of 
his party." 


An extract from Mr. LaFollette's ad- 


dress will show what he proposes to 
do—and in view of the fact that it will 
be done, the event IB epochal In Wis- 
consin history: 


I'Uii of Canon* Reform. 


"Under our form of government ibe 


entire structure rests upon the nomina- 
tion of candidates for oflice.. This is 
TWO foundation of thft representative 
system. If bad men .control the nom- 
inations we cannot have good, govern- 
ment. Let us start right; The. life 
principle of reprCsefctattve 'govern- 
ment is, that those chosen to govern 
shall faitlifnlly 
represent '.the. gov- 
erned. To insure, this ;therepresentar 
tives must be chosen,by those whom 
he Is to represent.' ' 
' 
' .: 


"The moment' that', any power or 


authority over , the 
representative 


comes between him and those who 
have selected him to be their repre- 
sentative that moment he ceases to be 
their representative. His responsibility 
is at onco transferred to the Interven- 
ing power or authority. He becomes 
the trustee of this new authority and 
to It he must render account for his 
actions. It Is vital then in representa- 
tive government that no power or au- 
thority shall b« permitted to come be- 
tween the representative and those 
whom te is to represent To secure 
this every complication of detail and 
method, in any system, behind which 
such intruding power or authority 
might be concealed must be torn down 
and cast aside. The voter, and the can- 
didate for nomination who de*lr»s to 
represent the voter, must be brought 
within reaching distance of each other, 
swrt stand face to face. 
"To accomplish this we must abol- 


ish the caucus and convention by law, 
place the nomination of all candidates 
in the hands of the people, adopt tho 
Australian ballot and make all nom- 
inations by direct vote at a primary 
election. To be more .explicit: 


"By statutory enactment designate 


a day at least two months .prior, to- the 
general election upon, which, there 
shall be a primary i 'election for the, 
nomination of all candidates forofflce. 


"Provide for this ; primary, election 


an official ballot for each party In the: 
form of the Australian, ballot. .Upon 
this ballot print onlynhe names of 
such candidates for .nomination as 
have filed nomination papers -with the 
secretary of state at least six weeks 
before the primary election. 
"Provide that no.man shall be en- 


titled to file a nomination paper with 
the secretary of statt unless a given 
percentage of the voters of the district 
county, or state In which he Is pro- 
posed as a candidate shall have certi- 
fied upon hid nomination papers, their 
desire thnt he become such candidate 
for the office designated. Just aa judges 
are called out as candidates under ex- 
isting law In many states. 
"Provide that when each voter en- 


ters the election booth on-primary elec- 
tion day he shall find a committee of 
his party In charge of a separate bal- 
lot box, and the official primary elec- 
tion ballot upon which Is printed the 
names of all candidates of his party 
for norntnationJ 
"Provide that eacb voter may take 


the ballot of the party with which he 
affiliates, 
and j in private, indicate 


thereon the names of the men who 
are bis choice as the nominees of his 
party, and that he may then deposit 
that ballot In tho ballot box of his par- 
ty.••Provide that the men upon the bal- 
lots of each party receiving the highest 
number of votes shall be the nominees 
of that party at the general election 
to follow. 
"provide for the election of o stnto 


central .commttteeman from each as- 
sembly district to represent cnch party 
organization and promulgate the party 
platform; and-for th* election of a 
comity committeeman from every vot- 
ing precinct for each polltlclal party. 


"Provide severe penalties for viola- 


tion of the law, prohibit electioneer- 
ing In or about ;the election booth, and 
Insure an honest count and return of 
the votes cast. 
"Now. th*s« are all matters of sim- 


ple regulation with nearly all of which 
the voter is already familiar, because 
they have been applied In «euoral elec- 
tion* for years: In addition. It is re- 
quired of the candidate for nomination 
that he shall file nomination papers 
In order that he shall become a candi- 
date; and of the voter thnt he shall at- 
tend upon the primary election if he 
desires to take part In nominating the 
candidates of his pnrty."

discovered the geologists who find them

A few years ago Sir William Orookes 


startled the world by. the.-prediction 
that at no distant date the world's sup- 
ply of nitrogen available for the growth 
of wh«at would be exhausted and crops 
could no longer be produced. "Pea 
vine" farmers, however, have very 
quietly solved that problem by growing 
leguminous crops, which accumulate 
In their roots nitrogen from the air, 
and thus enrich the lacd where they 
are grown preparatory to other crop*. 
"The great reservoir of the atmosphere 
Is now available in combination with 
phosphates and potash to maintain the 
perpetual fertility of -the soil," accord- 
lug to Dr. Atkinson. 


Phosphate has already been found In

PIG PASTURES. " 


Cropi !Tow popularly Grows !• 


tbe Nwrtbwei*. 


May to August Is.the critical 


time for pigs In grata groyvlng.HectionB. 
The pigs are often compelled during 
this period to hunt'for,-a.living either 
In small inclosures or in larger ticantlly 
productive pastures. Some .very good 
pastures for pigs hove been' made by 
sowing winter wheat .in-the-spring. If 
there is sufficient moisture,' the wheat 
will keep green and make a dense cov- 
ering of succulent food. Pigs will not 
thrive in a pasture that Is.not green 
nnd fresh...

Cabbage, rape and vetch 'are excel- 


lent crops to supply succulent feed, es- 
pecially the twq latter. 
Rape will 


grow early In the season; and make a 
cheap succulent crop, which the pigs 


! will relish and thrive upon. In parts 


of Oregon and "vf asblrigton' the rape 
crop Is being :grown quite extensively 
for hog pasture. 
' 


Experiments conducted at the Ore- 


gon station in 18D4 and 1805 showed 
very favorable results from feeding 
vetch or tares. In this feeding teat 
pigs were .fed on green vetch with a 
pnrt ration of-shorts from May SO to 
July 28. During this time the animals 
made fair gains,In growth and thus 
were prevented at small cost from be- 
coming stunted, as many pigs do dur- 
ing this period. This vetch should be 
sown in the fall or winter throughout 
western Oregon and Washington. It 
may be sown in the spring, but the 
crop will be late. The most economical 
way to feed the vetch Is to cut tbe ma- 
terial and feed It in pens or yards. In 
pasturing tho crop there Is too much 
waste unless car&.ls taken not to let 
tbe animals run over too Iiirge an area 
ut one time. 


Peas and oats mixed make a vory 


good growth In many sections of the 
west and furnish an excellent green 
food for hogs.
